ito pay its. dividends. Under-the char- 


ter of the railroad company the hold- 
ers of preferred stock were entitled to 
preferential dividends of 4 per. cent. per 
year, but this was the extent of their 
right to share in the profits.of the corn- 
pany. 

The position of the railroad company 
was that the sum which was to be dis- 
tributed consisted éntirely of - profits 
earned by ‘it, and that, therefore, the 
preferred stockholders had no right to 
‘share in such distribution, it being con- 


cent. in full. 

The claim of the Equitable Company, 
on the other hand, was that the amount 
which the railroad company proposed 
to distribute was not profit such as or- 
dinarily would be distributed in divi- 
dends, but was an accretion to or an 
increase of the permanent capital, and 
that, therefore, the preferred. stock- 
holders were erititled to share in it.

There are also three letters 
from Lady Nelson to her’ husband, 
Gated Janyary, July, and December, 
1801; which prove that she made 
strenuous efforts ‘to regain his affec- 
tion more than.a year after their sep- 
aration. . 


The first reference to Lady Ham- 
ilton is on Sept. 16, 1798, nearly five 
years after their first meeting, when 
he writes: 

““T hope one day to have the. pleas- 
ure of introducing you to Lady Ham- 

fiton. She is one of the very best 
women in the world. ‘How few could 
have made the turn she has. She is 
an honor to her sex and a proof that 
even reputation may be regained, but

AMERICA NOW A SEASLED 


Curtiss to Return to Experiments 
with Fins if New Lifting De- 
vice Fails in Test Today. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., July 14.— 
The seasled bottom was not completed 
on Rodman Wanamaker’s flyer Amer- 
ica today in time for a trial. A rain

work. If the America’s performance to- 
morrow does not give promise that the 
bottom, shaped like an inverted V, is 
going to solve the problem of lifting the 
America into the air with a load of 
2,000 pounds, Mr. Curtiss may return 
again to.the experiments with sub- 
merged fins. 

The false bottom on the America is a 
hasty piéce of construction, and will be 
ripped off after the tests tomorrow. The 
struts, which fix the bottom to the sides 
of the boat, will cause some resistance 
when it runs through the water. The 
boards of the false bottom have not 
been put together firmly enough to ex- 
clude water. The prow of the false 
bottom extends several feet in front of 
the hull of the America, and the upper 
surfaces are not covered. 

George Hallett, the assistant pilot of 
the America, suggested that there was 
danger that the upper surfaces of the 
false bottom extending so far in front 
of the airboat might scoop up the water, 
causing the America to trip and turn a 
somersault while attempting to alight. 
Mr. Curtiss considered a plan to elimi- 
nate this danger, but he decided not to 
make any change until the trial to- 
morrow, during which the air pilots will 
take precautions to prevent the craft 
from taking a “ header.”

In that way shareholders will’be sac- 
rificed and the public not benefited, 
DIPLOMACY AND THE NAVY. 

Secretary . DANIELS’s portrayal, in 
his address at Newport, of the 
modern naval officer as a diplomat, 
may lead to some rude jesting. Our 
Ciplomats, it will be said, are too often 
“at sea... Nevertheless he made his 
point, that the action of one, of our, 
naval commanders at a’ foreign port. 
may often determine our foreign 
policy, illustrating his meaning by 
citing the cases of Perry in Japan, 
BonHAM at Rio de Janeiro, and Maro 
at Tampico. But the Secretary of the 
Navy admitted that the naval officer 
is not fitted by education or training 
for the kind of diplomacy that says 
“Yes”? when it means “ Perhaps,” and 
thereby he not only coined a useful 
plirase but suggested the danger of 
spreading the idea in the navy that 
commanders of vessels and (fleets 
should take themselves seriously as 
diplomats at any time. 

Prompt ‘action rather than prompt 
speech is the first requirement of a 
competent naval commander, But the 
one habit is apt to beget the other. 
Good diplomacy depends less on dis- 
sembling than on discretion. BonnHam 
enforced his ‘‘ diplomacy” with a 
cannon ball. Real diplomatists are 
not armed. While the tribute of Mr. 
DANIELS to the constructive diplomacy 
of Commodore PERRY was well de- 
served, the interesting argument of 
which it was a part must be regarded 
as academic and not of. much practi- 
cal value. 

The diplomats the United States 
should have in its service, and would 
Rave if a system of. training were 
firmly established by making the ser- 
vice permanent—like that of the army 
and navy, and as far removed from 
politics—would be better able to do 
their share toward forming a sane 
foreign policy than any naval officer. 
That the Secretary’s tribute to the 
generally good judgment and discre- 
tion of naval officers was weil de- 
served, we have no doubt, but the 
less they have to, do with our diplo- 
matte_relations the better. We need 
diplomats for that service and per- 
haps some day we may get them. We 
have had them, occasionally, in spite 
of the manner of appointments. But 
an organized and permanent service 
is required.

Until Salem was ‘burned — had 
not the slightest chance of making 
the improvements upon which it ‘s 
now em with equal courage 
and wisdom. While the ugly and 
primitive constructions cumbered the 
foreshore it. was not possible to re- 
place them. Like other cities, it had 
allowed encroachments by the ‘few 
upon sites and prospects which should} 
have been reserved for all. Now 
there is an opportunity for a new 
departure, at the cost of others than 
Salem itself. The property cwners 
will be recouped for the most part by 
the insurance money, and the new ex- 
penditures will be under public over- 
sight. There is to be a parkway 
where a single line of property own- 
ere monopolized what ought _to be 
public property. The new. buildings 
will-be more solid and less 20mbust- 
ible, and, generally speaking, a calam- 
ity is to be turned into a blessing in 
disguise, in the manner exemplified 
in Galveston, which never knew suca 
prosperity as since it was *‘ ruined.” 

But it is clear that the destruction 
of $10,000,000 worth of property was 
not necessary to bring this pleasing 
prospect within Salem’s reach. It 
needed only civic patriotism aad wis- 
dom of action to accomplish the same 
results at less cost. Foresight would 
have prevented the shore line from 
being built up in an injurious manner, 
as it has been, for example, across 
the river in Brooklyn Heights. The 
proper course of procelure there was 
that adopted in Manhattan in the case 
of the Riverside Drive, and in Brook- 
lyn itself in case of the Shore Road. 
Brooklyn cannot hope for a ten-mill- 
ion dollar fire to enable it to redeem 
its Heights district from its doom, 
but a less sum than that would en- 
able it to create a shore park rivaling 
either Salem’s or Manhattan’s, and 
daily more necessary. The future of 
the Heights must be that of a great 
apartment house neighborhood, where 
multitudes need fresh air and cannot: 
get it, although the harbor is in sight, 
or would be but for a single row of 
buildings. If they were cleared away, 
with reimbursement to the owners, 
the cost might be assessed’ upon the 
neighborhood, and the assessment be 
recouped by the values created. There 
is not the least doubt that this would 
be done if Brooklyn had Salem’s 
opportunity. A better opportunity 
might be created for making the same 
improvement without the loss, and, 
therefore, with greater advantage. 








SARATOGA’S MEMORIAL TO THE 
LATE SPENCER TRASK,

. OUR TROUBLED NEIGHBORS. 

The failure of the arrangement be- 
tween the United States and the Do- 
minican Republic, by which an Amer- 
ican official has had charge of the 
customsreceipts of the West Indian re- 
public and applied them equally to the 
republic’s expenses and the payment 
of its creditors, to preserve peace in 
that part of the world is unfortunate. 
The dispatch of Dmited States marines 
to the chief port of Santo Domingo 
seems inevitable, but only temporary 
relief can be secured by that means, 
It is a serious question. Those who 
Say unconcernedly, ‘“ Let those people 
‘settle their own disputes,” display no 
particular wisdom. Intervention in 
any neighboring country, however 
small, has been proved to be a very 
unpopular idea in this country. 

But we must do something for our 
little brothers, for our own sake.as 
well as theirs. It is high time that 
not only Santo Domingo and Haiti, 
but all the Central American republics, 
should be relieved of the reproach of 
being hotbeds of revolution, the rev- 
olutions having no other purpose 
generally than loot, and too often be- 
ing fomented deliberately by Ameri- 
can adventurers. Much can be done 
in Washington toward identifying and 
restricting the malevolent activity of 
such adventurers and their employers, 
when they have _ responsible- em- 
ployers. But thére is still more to be 
done, and the/establishment of such 
a modified protectorate as the pro- 
posed treaty with Nicaragua implies 
is worth the serious attention of the 
Senate. In regard to that plan there 
is much to be said on both sides.

Decision Decldres Association By- 
Law Is a Contract with Sig- 
natory Members. 


The right of a manufacturers’ associa- 
tion to discipline its members for vio- 
lation of the association's rules was up- 
held in a decision handed down yester- 
day by the Supreme Court of Connecti- 
cut in the case of the Associated Hat 
Manufacturers ‘vs. The. Baird-Unteidt 
Company of Danbury. The decision up- 
holds the plaintiff's contention that a 
by-law of such an association is a con- 
tract between the association itself and 


F, | each of the signatory members. 


» The Associated Hat Manufacturers, a 
Seay composed Of about sixty-five con- 
cerns manufacturing men’s hats in New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Connecticut, has in its by-laws a pro- 
vision that violation of any regulation 
of the Board of Directors of the asso- 


‘ciation by any member shall entail pay- 


ment of $5,000 damages by the offender. 
Another provision requires three months’ 
notice before the withdrawal of any 
member becomes effective. 

Early: in 1909 the association, which 
had been operating union shops, began 
to have trouble with the union with 
which it deals, the United Hatters of 
North America. As a result of this the 
Board of Directors of the association 
resolved on Jan: 12, 1909, to. adopt the 
open-shop plan. This brought on ‘a 
Strike which continued for some weeks, 
but eventually most of the factories 
got to work again without much 4diffi- 
culty on a non-union basis. ‘This was 
not the case, however, in Danbury, 
Conn., where the union influence was 
so strong that many factories in that 
town were unable to reopen. As the 
result of mediation by the Rev. Father 
Kennedy, a Danbury priest, fifteen 
companies, including the Baird-Unteidt; 
one in Norwalk, and two iti New York, 
made an agreement to return to the 
unfon shop. 


There remained the difficulty of their 
membership 
Manufacturers. By agreement with the 
union leaders they served notice at once 
of intention to resign. filed their resig- 
nations in escrow with the Rev. H. C. 
Meserve of Danbury, and until the 
ninety days weré up employed workmen 
as individuals, but hired only union 
men. At the expiration of this term 
their resignations became’ effective, and 
the union men in the shops came .out 
openly as such. The — companies 
in question meanwhi made a 
written agreement to stand by -each 
other in proceedings that — result. 

The Associated Hat Manufacturers, 
holding that this action was a violation 
of the order passed by its Board of 
Directors, brought suit against each on 
the seceding firms to recover the $5,000 
— —— damages provided for in the 

by-laws. Milton Dammann,“attorney for 
the association, attached the factories, 
and the case proceeded to trial in the 
— Court of Fairfield County. This 

tribunal found the facts in the case 
against the Baird-Untiedt Company, 
and attorneys for the’ parties agreed to 
submit this as a type of all the cases 
involved. 

The legal questions were argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court at Hartford in 
the first week of last April, with Mii- 
ton Dammann representing: the plaintiff 
ig Stiles Judson, E. C. Dempsey, and 

J. Cunningham the defendant. Yes- 
ol the decision in this case was 
handed down, and it is expected: that 
similar verdicts will be obtained in the 
suits against the other defendants.

Bankers Déclined His Invitation to 
Finance the Road’s Maturing 
Notes Three Months Ago.
